Amstelveen is a Municipality in the Province of North 
Holland, The Netherlands, with a population of 89,918. 
eee me (2017). 










Nowadays it has become a Suburb of the Metropolitan area 
of Amsterdam. 

The Municipality of Amstelveen consists of the historical 
Villages of Bovenkerk and Nes aan de Amstel. 

The name Amstelveen comes from the Amstel (as does the name Amsterdam), a local river, and 
Veen, meaning fen, peat, or moor.
